HE Committee en Education reported favorably on Assembly 


bill No. 2. The bill provides for abolishment of issuance by 
the State Board of Edncation of temporary teachers' certifi- 
cates until sucb time as teacher* can take examinations 
It 


has been demonstrated that certain parties have secured tem- 
porary certifictes and filled positions for several months, who 
were incompetent and when the opportunity arrived for exam- 
ination, suddenly concluded that they didn't like the occupa- 
tion of teaching. During their period Of teaching they drew 
salaries for inflicting an injury, upon the districts in which 
they were employed. In all other respects the school law re- 


mains as it was.
